WILL IMPROVE SYSTEM. 
EL PASO (Tex.) Aug. 11.—[{Ex- 
‘clusive Dispatch.] The Southwestern 
Rallway System will expend $307,000 
in improvements on its present west- 
ern division between El Paso and 
Fairbank, Ariz., in order to bring the 
line up to the standard required for 
the heavy California through-freight 
haul which will result from the com- 
pletion of the Tucson extension from 
Fairbank to Tucson.

Court Decides Women Can Play

The difference between a legitimate 


annoyance aed ap illegiimate annoy- 


ance, according to Police Judge Fred- 
erickson, is a verbal sound expressive 
of profanity. He decided a case yes- 
terday which involved Mrs. C. D. 
Bennett of Ruth avenue, who played 
the plano late at night, and Aloyes 
Lavrich and his wife, next door neigh- 
bors, who did not like the music when 
they were trying to sleep. 

The court held that Mrs. Bennett 
had a perfect right to coax music out 
of the plano keys at night.

FIFTY 
FEET TO DEATH. 


LIK® A PLUMMET BODY SINKS 
IN WATER BELOW. 


Steam Engineer in Water Depart- 
ment, Twenty Years in the Serv- 
ice, Loses Footing in Unexplained 
Way and Falls to Bottom of Par- 
tially Filled Shaft. 


Eata J. McComb, aged 67, for the 
past Jwenty years an employee of the 
City ater Department, fell ninety 
feet down a shaft while at work at 
the Buena Vista pumping plant in 
Elysian Park early yesterday morn- 
ing and was killed. 

No one was near when the accident 
happened and it is not known what 
was the cause. The body was dis- 
covered shortly after 7 o'clock by a 
workman and appearances indicated 
that death had occurred about three 
hours prévious. It was removed to 
the Pierce Brothers undertaking ¢s- 
tablishment. 

McComb was an assistant steam en- 
gineer and was in the habit of worki 
at night. He had been on duty on 
about three hours when the. acci- 
dent happened, going to his work at 
1 o'clock. Relatives say he had not 
been ill and are at a loss to account 
for the accident. When he left home 
to go to his work he was in his usual 
health. 

The shaft where the man fell leads 
to a tunnel which goes under the Las 
Animas River and he fell fifty feet 
through the air and landed in forty 
feet of water. The body sank to the 
bottom and death was apparentiy in- 
stantancous.

HERE THE BLAME LIES. 

The news that President Taft stands 
by his principles and will veto the Flood 
Statehood resolution causes no surprise in 
Arizona or elsewhere. There is indignation 
among the socalled “Progressives” over the 
failure of their scheines, but, on the whole, 
there is a feeling thet Arizona “has got what 
was coming to her.” On his visit to the 
Southwest last year the President warned 
the people not toadopt a “zo-ological-garden- 
of-freaks” Constitution, such as that of Okla- 
homa. Later he expressed his deep regret 
that the Constitutional Convention in Phoe 
nix had made the judiciary of the new State 
susceptible of removal by the recall. Cool- 
headed Republicans and Democrats alike 


tion of/such radical suggestions, at the best 
as unnecessary, for the Constitution later 
could have been amended by a mere major- 
ity vote of electors; but to no good result. 
The radicals simply reiterated, “Let the 
President veto, if he dare,” and pursued 
their destructive course. Now, if the fruit 
be bitter, let it not be said that warning, 
was not given at the planting of the seed. 

There was hope at a late day that State. 
hood for Arizona and New Mexico might be 
saved by proper Congressional action in the 
elimination of features objectionable to the 
President. But the Flood resolution, which 
Was passed up to the White House, only 
sidestepped the main issue, providing for a 
vote on the judiciary recall that would have 
no effect beyond recording the desires of the 
electors upon that particular subject. Its 
advocates had much to say concerning the 
“inherent rights of ‘the commonwealth,” and 
they urged ‘that whatever the new State 
wanted in the way of self-government should 
be given it, an argument which smacked a 
bit of ante-bellum times, when the weal of 
the nation at largé had less consideration 
than if these latter days. This attitude was 
supported by a lobby of Arizonatts who as- 
sumed to be representing the spirit and de- 
sires of the peopje of the Territory. 

Just how the Whole Statehood fight will 
end is now a problem. There is some talk 
of an attempt to pass the Flood resolution 
over the President's veto. But this attempt 
would be idle, for it is evident that among 
the Senators who voted for the resolution 
were some who are opposed to Statehood 
and who voted as they did simply in order 
that the President might settle the recall 
Yeature with a veto: It is told that Flood 
himself is considering, in the eleventh hour, 
the formulation of some measure which will 
meet with the Presidential approval. In con- 
sidering whether such a resolution would go 
through it should be remembered that this 
session of Congress already has far outrun 
the usual hot-weather limitation. Yet there 
can be no doubt of the sincere desire of 
Congress to finally dispose of the anomalous 
system of Territorial government, There 
will be a sigh of relief everywhere when the 
political infants at last have been quieted, 
though with a weighty gift which will keep 
them hustling to maintain. 

There is regret that New Mexico has to 
suffer for the misdeeds of a political faction 
within its neighbor. But let no one blame 
the President for this. The radical faction 
in Congress yoked the two Territories with 
the deliberate intention of forcing William 
H. Taft to do- something at which his con- 
science his j t revolted. They 
forgot he viewed the situation with the eye 
of & jvrist or of a statesman, and not with 
that of a petty politician. It is possible he 
might have ingratiated himself with a noisy 
coterie by signing the resolution, even if he 
had appended a protest. But his action in 
standing for what he considers the right, 
whatever the personal consequences, wil! 
meet with the approval of all conservative 
men of whatever political designation. 

Tf the extra session of Congress fails to 
give Statehood to the Territories by the 
resolution route, the business may go over 
to the next regular seasion, in December, by 
the terms of the original Hamilton act, which 
prescribes that admission of each subdivi- 
sion is dependent upon approval of its sub- 
mitted Constitution by Congress and the 
President. If either disapprove, the matter 
is dead, as far as the scope of that particu- 
lar act extends. Just: how this new submis- 
sion of the obnoxious features of the Con- 
stitution to the President will belp admis- 
sion is hard to perceive. 

Still, with all these things in view, it is 
probable that down ip Arizona there are 
bunches of people of a populistic turn of 
mind who are tearing their hair and blaming 
everyone save themselves over the way 
Statehood for Arizona has heen delayed.

Under the reciprocity treaty—if Canada 
shall accept it, as now seems doubtful—the 
newspapers, and periodicals, and builders, 
and livery-Stable keepers will get the bene- 
fits of it, and the farmers will pay the bills. 
Therefore, The Times has opposed reciproc- 
ity in the interests of California, although 
in doing so it has differed with President 
Taft and with the local journals which fa- 
vored it, not that they hated the President 
less, but because they loved cussedness and 
opposition to The Times more. 

The Times antagonized Pinchotic conser- 
vation because it will, if carried out, tle up 
Alaska coal lands for the benefit of Colorado 
coal barons, and the fuel consumers of Cail- 
fornia will pay the bills. In its course in 
this respect The Times has differed with the 
cheap and worthless press of this city. 
Whether it has differed with President Taft 
or not on this point will depend upon the 
outcome. 

The Times favors a tariff which will pro- 
tect American industries. Here it agrees 
with President Taft and differs with those 
journals which, while favoring a very lim- 
ited protection in the abstract, yet oppose 
all measures necessary to establish protec- 
tion. They resemble the Copperheads who, 
during the Civil War contest, were in favor 
of the Union, but opposed to all measures 
necessary to preserve it; who were in favor 
of the war, but opposed to bleodshed. 

The Times favors the admission of Ari- 
zona. It regrets that, following the misad- 
vice of the morbid press, she has obstructed 
her road to Statehood with the recall, and it 
cannot find any words of censuré for Presi- 
dent Taft if he shall bid the nascent State 
to tarry in the Jericho of Territorial pupil- 
age for a while, until her beard of common 
sense shall be grown.

I don't know why this 
appealing little fairy tale has been elimi- 
nated from the book of suffrage lore; but the 
fact remains—it's gone. No smallest trace 
of it appears, even in the kindergarten see 
tion. 

Perhaps the suffragists have joined forces 
with that éult which disapproves of fairy 
tales as tending to overstimulate the imag- 
ination, or it may be due entirely to the love 
of change which is fundamental in certain 
temperaments. It is more probable, how- 
ever, that a deeper study of the science of 
politics has revealed the rather awkward 
fact that men don’t want their politics im- 
proved. If they had really wanted anything 
done to them they would have attended to it 
themselves long since. 

Be that as it may, whatever the cause, the } 
fact itself is significant. The suffragists no 
longer seriously expect to elevate politics, 
They have traveled by devious paths and 
circuitous route to a point where they tow 
assert that politics will improve women. 
Whew! what a tremendous flop! 

It fs now claimed that the responsibility 
which an emergence into political Nfe will 
entail, the need for delving into the abstract 
principles underlying governmental author- 
ity. the necessity for a deeper and wider 
study of civic and state problems, will de 
velop women into a patter, womanhood of 
archetypal significance. Politics, and a 
standard womanhood! Not even the most 
dating French chef or fiauntingly outra- 
geous man-milliner could’ have devised a 
more startling combination. 

The ballot as a developing agent, I think, 
may be accorded scant courtesy until such 
time as women shall recogniz®, and to some 
extent at least resolve, the difficulties which 
antagonize them at every step in the per 
formance of their own more specific duties, 
City and State may submit a little longer to 
the guiding hand of man’s control, while 
woman applies herself to the solution of her 
home-making and housekeeping problems 
before seeking the path to a 4arger respons!- 
bility. 

Responsibility! The woman who desires 
that particular form of self-development can 
find the flower of responsibility srowing 
upon every bush and twig in ber own door. 
yard. She need not cross the property line 
which divides her domain from that of her 
neighbor to pluck the fruit of accountability 
if she so wills. While, on the other hand, 
the woman who does not seek expansion, 
either in self-expression or outside activi- 
ties, will scarcely flee to the ballot for relief 
from a state which appeals to her nature 
as distinctly proper and wholly enjoyable. 

They say that women are to be improved, 
flevated, developed through the responst- 
bility which the ballot imposes upon them. 
To the suffragist responsibility is of but one 
kind; its hallmark—the ballot. Thoughtful | 
people might demur that cesponsibility is 
many-sided, and that the mére conditions of 
living impose upon a vast.army of women a 
degree of responsibility sufficient to raise 
them to the highest power of their capacity 
for such development; or, as is the deplor- 


integrate and destroy all individuality of 
character expression. 

Students of life might object that the 
rearing and training, with educational su- 
pervision, of a family of growing children 
might spell responsibility in at least one of 
ite many phases; that the woman who conm- 
petently manages the affairs of her home 
life cannot be sald to be devoid of enriching 
knowledge, nor lacking in that development 
which responsibility confers. But to the 
suffragist the ballot is the only recognised 
badge of reaponsible attainment. 

If we follow their line of reasoning to its 
practical application to life we are obliged 
to coin a phrase with which to describe an 
entirely new order of things. “The respom 
sibleness of irresponsibility?” is the only 
term which conveys an adequate conception 
of woman's place in the law-makiig body. 
The phrase requires the question mark, just 
as | have written it above, to complete the 
sense. The expression itself interrogates. 
Is it a demonstrable proposition? Does it 
describe a tenable position? Is it a desi 
able condition to create and perpetuate? 

When a woman enters the polling booth 
to record the fact that she is a duly “enfram

HAS SOUL ANY SEX? 


BY ROSE L. ELLERBE. 

The subject of political equality for 
woman has been much discussed; pro 
and con, during the present campaign 
in California The discussion on both 
sides has taken more or less of a per- 
sonal character and has dealt with 
many details, but for the most part, 
it has failed to :é¢cognize that the ef- 
fort to obtain the ballot in this State 
is but an incrient In a great world 
movement, and ihat the matter is not 
a question of individual opinion or of 
social or political expediency, but is 
the evolution of rf deep-lying prin- 
ciple. 

In almost every nation of the globe, 
at the present hour, some phase of the 
question of social and political equal- 
ity without regard to sex, is astir. This 
condition is an inevitable step in the 
slow but sure realization by mankind 
of the basic principle of the Universe, 
unity—the One Soul expressed through 
each human being, without respect to 
condition, race, or sex. As we look 
back through history we see that every 
forward step in the progress of hu- 
manity has been a recognition, how- 
ever blind, of this truth—a seeking to 
establish the equality of man with 
man, of soul with soul. The refor- 
mation was an effort toward spiritual 
equality; the French revolution an ad- 
vance toward social equality; our own 
nation was founded ,through blood, to 
lestablish the principle of political 
equality: our Civil War was another 
step forward in the recognition of 
equality in spite of race. 

Woman has emerged siowly from 
the position of Jependent and chattel 
assigned her as the “weaker vessel,” 
toward. economic and _ intellectual 
equality. She has prov that, giveh 
opportunity. she is capable of acting 
and of thinking for herself. She asks 
political equality as the next logical 
step toward her full status as a human 
being. 

This fact is becoming universally 
recognized &nd hence it is inevitable in 
the order of things that the demand 
for political rights for woman should 
become world-wide. 

The triumph of the peace policy, as 
proposed by our own President, would 
do away with one of the stock objec- 
,tions to the ballot for women. It is 
jtrue that woman in general ts not 
| physically incapable of sharing in the 
|horrors of war. But as Bernard Shaw 
/wittily suggests in Press Clippings, 
woman has never taken part in war 
-——not because she couldn't fight. but 
because she couldn't be spared. Two- 
thirds of the men might be killed off 
with impunity; but if two-thirds of the 

men were killed off—where would 
we be? 

The two most potent arguments 
against woman suffrage are based up- 
on the Guestion of “expediency” an! 
that of “woman's sphere.” As to ex- 
pediency, the question of whether uni. 
vereal male suffrage is expedient or 
not is atill seriously debatable: yet no 
one questions the right of the male 
human being to suffrage. The pre- 
ponderance of testimony seems to 
show that in those nations and States 
where women have been granted the 
franchise, the general effect has been 
salutary. But the effect produced does 
not alter the principle. Whether its 
results be good or bad, the right of 
political equality remains the same. 

The much mooted point of woman's 
place scarcely bears upon the subject. 
Soul has no sex. Intellect, judgment, 
conscience, all the higher qualities of 
being are sexless. The physical and 
emotional functions of the sexes dif- 
fer widely; but they are complement- 
ary. Since both are absolutely essen- 
tial to domestic ani social relations, 
why are not the qualities of each sex 
equally demanded to complete the bal- 
ance tn public or “political” affairs? 
Tt is claimed that the function of 
motherhood transcends all others. 
This is true. The mother gives more 
of self and bears 4 greater responsi- 
bility than does the father. Rut here, 
too, equality is essential for the per- 
fection of the race. We have exalted 
motherhood at the expense of under- 
valuing the duties and responsibility 
of fatherhood—to the very serious 
detriment of racial progres. A level- 
ing up of the relation of parenthood 
should be one of the most important 
results of political equality. 

One of the strongest arguments 
against suffrage for women has been 
the fear of neglect of homie duties and 
the declaration that women are not 
now fulfilling “he duties peculiarly 
their own, and that the assumption 
of the new duties of political citizen- 
ship will increase their negligence. 
It is true that many women are not 
living up to their highest privileges— 
that homes are defective, that children 
are untrained, that women are selfish 
and extravagant. The divorce courts, 
the juvenile courts, the penitentiaries 
and insane asylums tell a terrible and 
an indisputable story of the failure of 
wives and mothers to make a success 
of the business of rearing men and 
women. This is not alone the fault 
of the women, but the ignorant, care-
